“Encirclement’ Come True | 


If, as reported from Stockholm, the 
Nazis have any notion of pulling out of 
northern Norway, U.S, bombers are en- 
couraging them to make a complete job of 
it by evacuating southern Norway as well. 
Fortresses and Liberators flew over from 
Britain on Tuesday and wrecked the big- 
gest hydro-electric plant in that area, 
along with a mine from which the enemy 
have been extracting material to harden 
steel, 

The same day Allied planes from un- 
named bases, which may have been in 
North Africa or Corsica or Italy, flew over 
the Mediterranean to bomb targets in the 
Marseilles district of southern France, And 
while they were doing this other squad- 
rons were raiding Nazi positions in the 
Balkans, including an air field near 
Athens, In the east Russian troops en- | 
veloped Gomel and Korosten. In Italy | 
Rommel was calling for more men. ’ 

All this adds up to somebody at Berlin [ 
trying to look four ways at once and keep 
doling out reserves and equipment in all 
directions.

Up to Catroux | 


General de Gaulle has, unintentionally, 
presented the Allies with a budget of | 
trouble which General Catroux may or 
may not be able to handle, and which ‘is 
having a disturbing reaction throughout | 
the Middle East. 

The trouble dates back to the time 
when Axis troops’ were filtering into the 
Syrian area, from which they were ousted 
by British and Fighting French forces.

The Enemy At Home 


Mr. Ilsley has given another warni 
that the battle against inflation is stil ov 
and growing more tense. He cites rising 
Wage costs as one factor threatening the 
price ceiling, But it is not the only one, In- 
competent management, the use of labor 
in non-essential occupations, poor crops, 
are others. Whatever raises the cost of 
ovens tends to start the upward spiral, 

his is not a reason why people should 
be asked to subsist on an insufficient rate 
of pay. But it is a reason why those who 
are able to make ends meet while enjoy- 
ing a reasonable wartime standard of liy- 
ing Should not add to the danger by de- 


others in 
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manding more. And the danger is not 
obscure nor impersonal. Inflation, if it 
gets going, will hit every pocket, the pocket 
of the man on low or only average in- 
come hardest of all. 

Twenty years ago attempts were being 
made to Stabilize the German mark at the 
ridiculous rate of 1,000,000,000 marks to 
24 cents—the original value of one 
mark. And they did not succeed because 
inflation—which had been deliberately 
Started in order to swindle German bond- 
holders—had by that time got out of hand. 

No person old enough to remember 
the reports which came out of Germany, 
or with imagination enough to envision 
the situation, needs to be told how the 
wage-earner there fared under those con- 
ditions. He did not know at the end of a 
day how much the satchelful of marks he 
had earned that day would buy the day 
after. All he knew was that his wages 
would bring far less food for his famliy 
than it would have bought the day before. 

The threat in Canada, in so far as 
there is one, does not arise from the de- 
preciation of money but from the upward 
movement of production costs. But the 
effect would be the same in kind, There 
would be no fixity of the buying power of 
wages, but a shrinkage in buying power 
faster than any possible raising of pay 
rates. Inflation is not a menace to the 
wealthy, but to the poor and the “middle 
class.”
